Arctic PerlU—A Couneotlout S»lp In 
the loe. 


The New Bedford (Mass.) Standard pub- 


lishes a letter from one of the crew of the 
ship Anael Qibba, of Fairhavcn, Connecti- 
cut^ describing the perils of that vessel in 
the Arctic seaa. The letter ia dated " At 
sea, Nov. 4th." 
The writer says : 


" Tbe wiuter we had passed ou this Arctic 


coast, where all nature seemed dea'l, was 
one of the coldest ever known ; the oldest 
natives bad never known the ico to make 
to such a depth—tho quick-silver froze in 
the thermometer. We also learned by the 
Scotch vessels that many ships had been 
lost in Davis Straits by being crushed in the 
drift ice and pack. 
Our commander, Cap- 


tain Chaptl, had expected to fall in with u 
pack at tho entrance of tho strait, but to 
what extent it was impossible lor him to 
determine, as various reports bad been cir- 
culated us to tho distance arid impossibility 
of being able to work a ship through BO 
late in the season f but our minds were too 
busy with the future to apprehend that any 
danger awaited us; we had placed our tru.si 
in our able ship and her cogunander. 


Nothing occurred unusua), with the ex- 


ception of a heavy gab of wind, until the 
17th of October, when we fell in with young 
ice, which had made in four hours. In the 
afternoon v/e discerned with a glass wlittt 
wo took to be a pack, which extended be- 
yond the reach of H powerful glass, Iho 
young ice was fast making around us ant] 
night coining on, and an the darkness gath- 
ered round UH, a deeper shadow gathered 
around our hearts. 


To return back to the island and attempt 


to remain another winter without provi.H- 
ions, was madness. Ere another spring 
would come, many of those hearts that n 
few hours ago beat with joy and hope, would 
be still in death. 
There was but one alter- 


Rive, to enter tlio pack. 
It was danger- 


ous to run the ship in tka night, there were 
so many icebergs in our course. Delay was 
equally dangerous; each hour was more to 
us than long months before, aud we looked 
upon each monftnt as the miser docs upon 
hiHgold. 


We kppt a good lookout during tho night, 


steering to the westward, it being the im- 
pression of Capt. Chapel that by doing so 
we should bo able to Iind more clear water. 
As the morning dawned upon us, we found 
ourselves enclosed in a pack of drift ieo, 
nnd saw strips of wuttr for a considerable 
Hstance.

this pack had been frozen together. At 
dark tho ice hud become so heavy that it 
was almost itn|fossiblu for our siiip, with a 
topsn.il breeze, to force her way through.— 
We at length became fast in the icy, <uid 
pave up all hopes of extricating ourselves 
in this direction. At daylight we altered 
our course and stood to the eastward. Thu 
land had long sinco disappeared in the din- 
taticc, and before us and around us luy 
oceans of ico, aud should the wind die away, 
we should become locked in our icy prison, 
perhaps for many mouths, and at last per- 
iHh by a lingering death of starvation.— 
Well can I appreciate the feulinga of our 
gifted countryman, Dr. Kane, when placed 
in a liko situation. 


dipt. Cbapul walked amidst Ins disheait 


ened crew and oflic<'r3 coolly, yet be had 
hardly tasted of food tior partaken of any 
sleep, which told plainly of his deep nnxio 
ty. 
Hig efforts to work his ship through 


tho ice proved to us that bis exptrieuco in 
Arctic navigation wna not limited ; we plac- 
ed the utmost, confidence in him, knowing 
that ho would do all that man could do to 
save his ship and tho human soulj entrust 
ed to his care. 


During the 20th. we fell in with consider- 


able clear wt.ter. 
Our captain had been 


upon the lookout at the mast head during 
the day, for the purpose of piloting his ship 
through the ico to better advantage, when 
at four o'clock he discovered clear water 
through his glass. This was a moment that 
will long be remembved by nil on board 
our ship. When the captain gave the word 
to bis first oflic.'r that the deep blue sea wu 
before us, our hearts leaped with joy.

that moment the sun burst through tin

wintry clouds, nnd seemed to shed a halo ol 
light through our devoted ship. Tito wind 
was fair, we crowded on pail, aud ere the 
sun had gone down amidst the coral cavos 
of the boisterous deep, we had left the 
dreaded monsters of the Arctic far behind."

Arctic PerUs.-A Connecticut Snip In 
the Ice. 


_ The New Bedford (Mass.) Standard pub- 
lishes a letter from one of the crew of the 
ship Ansel Gibbs, of Fairhaven, Connect* 
cut, describing the perils of that vessel h 
the Arctic seas. The letter is dated " A 
sea, Nov. 4th," The writer says : 
" The winter we had passed ou this Arcti 


coast, where eill nature seemed dead, was 
one of the coldest ever known ; the oldes 
natives had never known the ice to mak( 
to such a depth—the quick-silver froze h: 
the thermometer. We alao learned bv the 
Scotch vessels that many ships had "been 
lost in Davis Straits by being crushed in the 
drift ice and pack. Our commander, Cap 
tain Chapel, had expected to fall in with a 
pack at tho entrance of the strait, but to 
what extent it was impossible for him to 
determine, as various reports bad been cir- 
culated as to the distance and impossibility 
of being able Ho work a ship through so 
late in the season j but our minds were too 
busy with the future to apprehend that any 
danger awaited us ; we had placed our trust 
in our able ship and her cogamander. 


Nothing occurred unusual, with the ex- 


ception of a heavy gale of wind, until.the 
17th of October, when we fell inwith young 
ice, which had made in four hours. In the 
afternoon we discerned with a glass what 
we took to be a pack, which extended be- 
yond the reach of a powerful glass, the 
young ice was fast making around us and 
uight coming on, and as the darknass gath- 
ered round us, a deeper shadow gathered 
around our hearts. 


To return back to the island and attempt 


to remain another winter without provis- 
ions, was madness. Ere another spring 
would come, many of those hearts that a 
few hours ago beat with joy and hope, would 
be still in death. 
There was but one alter- 


nmive, to cuter the pack. 
It was danger- 


ous to run the lihip iu the night, there were 
so many icebergs iu our course. Delavwas 
equally dangerous; each hour was more to 
us than long months before, and we looked 
upon each monwnt as the miser does npon 
his gold. 


We kept a good lookout during the night, 


steering to the westward, it being the im- 
pression of Capt. Chapel that by doing so 
we should be able to find more clear water. 
As the morning dawned upon us, we found 
ourselves enclosed in a pack of drift ice, 
and saw strips of water for a considerable 
distance. ^At 2 o'clock P. M., the ice began 
to be heavier aiad more compact, some of 
this pack had been frozen together. 
At 


dark the ice had become so heavy tbat it 
was almost impossible for our ship, with a 
topsail breeze, to force her way through.— 
We at length became fast in the ice, and 
gave up all hopes of extricating ourselves 
in this _direction. At daylight we alterec 
our course and stood to the eastward. 
The 


land had long since disappeared in the din 
tance, aud before us and around ug laj 
oceans of ice, and should the wind die away 
we should become locked in our icy prison 
perhaps for many months, and at last per 
ish by a lingering death of starvation.— 
Well can I appreciate the feelings of our 
gifted countryman, Dr. Kane, when placec 
in a like situation. 


Capt. Chapel walked amidst his disheart 


ened crew and officers coolly, yet he ha 
hardly tasted of food nor partaken of anj 
sleep, which told plainly of his deep anxio 
ty. 
_ His efforts to work his ship througl: 


the ice proved to us that his experience ir 
Arctic navigation was not limited ; we plac 
ed the utmost confidence in him, knowing 
that he would do all that man could do tc 
save his ship aud the human souls entrust 
ed to his care. 


During the 20th we fall in with consider- 


able clear water. Our captain had been 
upon the lookout at the mast head during 
the day, for the purpose of piloting his ship 
through the ice to better advantage, when 
at four o'clock be discovered clear watci 
through his glass. This was a moment that 
will long be remembered by all ou board 
our ship. When the captain gnve the won: 
to his first officer tbat the deep blue sea was 
before us, our hearts leaped with joy. At 
tbat moment the sun burst through the 
wintry clouds, and seemed to shed a halo of 
light through our devoted ship. The wind 
was fair, we crowded on sail, and ere the 
sun had goue down amidst the coral caves 
of the boisterous deep, we had left tin; 
dreaded monsters of the Arctic far behind. 


DODGE THE BIG ONES.—A gentleman re- 


lated an anecdote of the Mexican war which 
has never beon published : 


When the American army wag formin 


line for the battle of Buena Vista, General 
Lane was riding up and down, the line of 
his Indiana regiment/ 
The Mexicans had 


stationed some small guns on a neighbor 
ing height, which were blazing away most 
furiously at Gen. Lane's regiment. "But as 
their guns were badly aimed, the balls in 
every case passed over their heads, but suf- 
ficiently near to cause the men, as they 
heard the peculiar whiz of the balls, to i-i- 
voluntarily " duck" their haeds.

The communication 
which he made is yet a secret. No cabinet 
meeting has been held on the subject. The 
general feeling of the city is lesa warlike 
than at first, and the people talk cooly of 
surrendering the emissaries, if it can be 
done without a sacrifice of houar, rather 
than engage at this time in a foreign war. 
The report that members of the cabinet 
take a similar view of the question gains 
currency and finds belief; but, while it is 
not true that such a conclusion has been 
arrived at in a cabinet meeting, on the one 
hand, it is untrue, on the other hand, not 
to surrender under any circumstances, or 
for any considerations, ia absolute; but 
while the government will do nothing to 
provoke hostilities, it will guard well tbe 
national honor. Should arbitration be pro- 
posed it may be accepted. 
Should a suffi- 


cient consideration for tbe surrender of 
Mason and Stidell be offered, it may be 
made. 


A prominent member of the government 


stated in conversation this evening, that 
Lord Lyons would not demand his pass- 
ports, that Mason and Slidell would not be 
given ap, and that there was no probability 
of a war with England, 


Englishmen here are confident of & war 


between the two countries. Their opinion, 
however, ia based upon DO official commu- 
nication, and while it excites some unpleas- 
ant feelings, carries no ireight. Several 
Englishman now serving in our army, 
among thorn Col. Havelock and Capt. Slow- 
art, have, it ig declared, signified their in- 
tention to resign, should furtho? complica- 
tions ensue.

England ami tbe United States, 


The dispatches from Washington indi- 


cate the increasing belligerent tone of tho 
people of England towards this country. 
It also seems that our government is dis- 
posed to avoid a war if possible. Whatev- 
er is found to be tho law of nations on this 
subject should bo rigidly followed. 
If we 


were right in sreizing Slidell aud Mason, iu 
the manner we did, no consideration of 
policy should induce our government to 
yield a siu<jle.hair to English threats. If 
there are doubts about it,or if it is clear that 
the course pursued is not sustained by the 
custom of nations, we sbo.ild in a inanly 
and straight forward manner, acknowledge 
it. At the same time, the anxiety mani- 
fested by a large portion of the English 
people to commence war against us, should 
be a warning to prepare ourselves without 
delay for the conflict which can ouly be 
postponed. 
Since the first publication of 


the Queen's proclamation we have had no 
doubt of the hostility of England towards this 
country. Every day's experince since that 
time has proved the position to bo correct. 
We can only now, as we shall continue to 
do, warn our people to prepare for tho war 
which must come at some future period, if 
it does not now. England holds a grudgo 
against us.and she conceives it her interest to 
divide and destroy this government, if pos- 
sible. And English aggressions will surely 
follow where her interest leads. 
Such is 


her history from the beginning. 


GES. PHELPS' PROCLAMATTON.—Thiii doc- 


ument, about which so much has be<3n said, 
has come to band. Its sentiments ara well 
enough, but consist mainly in arguments 
on abstract questions. It would do very 
well for Greeley's last year's alamanac, but 
what we want now is something that will 
weaken the rebels, aud not a disquisition 
on the constitutionality of the admission of 
slave states into the Union. If Gen. Phelps 
wrote this proclamation, which we very 
much doubt, it would have been better if 
he had saved his paper and ink for a 
more effective purpose. 
The way to use 


up the rebellion is to take the slaves of the 
rebels from them, and if this can bo dona 
by a proclamation we are in favor of it; 
Gen. Phelps proposes nothing of the kind, 
but endeavors to argue tbe question of slave- 
ry with the south. Tho day for argument 
has paased away, and war alono will settle 
the matter. The sword, at this time, should 
be mightier than the pen. 


FBEMOXT'S ArpoixiMEyTS.—It has been 


persistently charged that Gen. Fremont, 
while at the bead of the wsstern military 
department, made appointments without 
authority. It is now abundantly proved by 
the publication of letters, from the secreta- 
ry of war and the president, that ho was 
authorized to make such appointment?, to 
be commissioned ot Washington. 
This 


charge against Fremont, is thus effectually 
set at rest, We havo no doubt the others 
will share the same fate. 


• The 
sentimental doughfaces 
are 


running about wringing their hands at the 
proposition to arms thp slaves of the 
rebels when it becomes necessary. But 
they do not object to employing them as 
teamsters to haul cannon on to tho battle 
field—they would be willing to See them 
used to throw ap breast works—the " nig- 
ger' may even be permitted to help take 
the cannon and aid in placing it in position, 
pointing ii, at the ranks of the enemy—it 
might be proper to send him after the am- 
munition with which to load it—perhaps it 
would not be wrong to let him hand up the 
death-dealing missiles to the gunner ; but 
here he must stop.

Gen. Pope state, that after a forced march, 
yesterday, he got between the enemy who 
were encamped six miles from Chilrnotb, 
Johnson county, and 2,200 strong, Clinton, 
Henry county ; but as soon as they heard 
of his approach, they beat a rapid retreat 
towards Rosehill, Johnson county, leaving 
all thuir baggage, arms, munitions &c., in 
our possession. Gen. Pope then threw for- 
ward ten companies of cavalry, and a sec- 
tion of artillery in pursuit, following with 
the main body of the army. 
At Johnston, 


Bates county, the rebels being so closely 
pursued, they scattered in all directions, 
but mostly towards the south. Gen. Pope 
then forced a strong cavalry reconnoisance 
through to within 15 miles of Oaceola, and 
intercepted and captured 150 of the fleeing 
rebels, and all their baggage horses, &e. — 
Other squads from 10 to 15 were taken', 
making the aggregate number of prisoners 
about 300. No fighting is reported to have 
occurred. Gen. Popo says the whole of the 
country between Rosehill in the west, and 
Grand River in the north, is clear of rebels. 
Price lias only 8.000 troops at Osceola.

At one o'clock, 


Lord Lyons called on the secretary of 
state, who •wasi at the capitol. He called 
again at three o'clock. The communication 
which he made is yet a secret. No cabinet 
meeting has been held on the subject. The 
general feeling of the city is less warlike 
than at firot, und the people talk cooly of 
surrendering the emissaries, if it can be 
done without a sacrifice of honor, rather 
than engage Sit this time in a foreign war. 
The report that members of the cabinet 
take a similar view of the question gains 
currency and finds belief; but, while it is 
not true that such a conclusion has been 
arrived at in n, cabinet meeting, on the one 
hand, it ia ucitrue, on the other hand, not 
to surrender under any circumstances, or 
for any considerations, is absolute; but 
while the government will do nothing to 
provoke hostilities, it will guard well the 
national honor. 
Should arbitration be pro- 


posed it may be accepted. Should a suffi- 
cient consideration for the surrender of 
Mason and Slidell be offered, it may be 
made. 


A prominent member of the government 


stated in conversation this evening, that 
Lord Lyons would not demand his pass- 
ports, that Mason and Slidell would not be 
given np, and that there was no probability 
of a war with England. 


Englishmen here are confident of a. war 


between the two countries. Their opinion, 
however, is based npon no official commu- 
nication, ancl while it excites some unpleas- 
ant feelings, carries no weight. Several 
Englishmen now serving in our army, 
among them Col. Havelock and Capt. Stew- 
art, have, it is declared, signified their in- 
tention to resign, should further complica- 
tions ensue. I* other cases, extraordinary 
and painful evidences of sudden hostility 
to our cause have been shown. The gene- 
ral feeling, however, appears to be a sincere 
regret at what they regard the inevitable 
isane. 


Mr. Adams' dispatches have little to say

Seward, gives a clear and detailed idea of 
the feeling of the British people, and thy 
sentiment of British s'-atcstnen, but docs 
not indicfite that he knows the purport of 
the instructions of the English government 
to Lord Lyons. Nothing contained in Mr. 
Adams' dispatches indicates that that gov- 
ernment will make any exorbitant demands 
relative to the seizure of the traitors.

Haeape or tbe Sumter. 


The following letter from an officer on 


board the Iroquois states the other other 
side of the case: 


BSTKB Sums SiiiWBS DioqnoiB,! 
From St. IPlerre to St. Thonwa, Nor. 24, '61. / 
To-day is a dull and bitter day for us, for 


we have lost the Sumter. She escaped us 
last night in the dark. 


We bad arranged to have signals given 


to us from the shore, in case she left when 
we could not see her from oar steamer.— 
These signals were to be, one blue light if 
she went toward the North Point of tbe 
harbor, and two if she went towards the 
South. 


Last evening about 8:30, our look-out 
sng out "Light ho 1" and immediately we 
saw two blue lights from the shore. 


The Iroquois was at once headed to cut 


off the Sumter before reaching the South 
Point, but not seeing her, we ran immedi- 
ately back to the North Point, and continued 
our course direct to St. Thomas. 


The harbor is about 16 miles wide from 


Point to Point, and one of the best places 
for the Sumter to have escaped from, as the 
land is very high, throwing a deep shadow, 
and the water very deep, allowing a vessel 
to run close in under the shore. 


It is the opinion of every one on board, 


bat one, that the captain should have run 
down the South Point again, and then close 
into the town, for she probably found that 
she could not outspeed us, and came to 
anchor again. She either did this, or else 
laid close in alongshore, perfectly motion- 
less, until we had passed her in our infer- 
nal hurry to get back to St. Thomas, and 
then started off. We must have run within 
half a mile of her, and we certainly ought 
to have found out whether she had got away 
from the island before we left ourselven.— 
The crew all say we ran away from her, and 
I think so myself. When we beat to quar- 
ters last night the crews of the guns began 
to clap their hands, thinking that we would 
certainly take the Sumter, and to-day they 
have done nothing but swear. 
We will 


probably be ordered home when this affair 
reaches Washington, and the steamer put 
under different officers, 


We had no idea the Irooois had so much 


speed until last night, when, in our haste 
to get to St. Thomas, we went 18 miles an 
hour, fairly jumping through the water. 


We are all disgusted with the whole af- 


fair, and want a change. 


How GEN. SCHCEPFF TURNED BASSES. 


—The following excellent operation in bank- 
ing is told of our Gen. Scluepff, 'in Ken- 
tucky: 


" When the General arrived in the neigh- 


borhood of London, after the Wild Cat fight, 
he found that Zollicoffer had been levying 
on the Union men for provisions, forage, 
transportation, &c., and had paid them in 
confederate bonds. 
Imitating an example 


which secessionists thought so unexception- 
able, Gen. Schcepff commenced levying on 
the secessionists for similar supplies.— 
Meantime he assembled the Union men, 
and, opening an exchange office for their 
benefit, set at defiance all banking rules by 
taking the confederate bonds at par. and 
supplying the Union men with good Ohio 
and Indiana money in its stead. Then, 
when the secessionists presented their bills!, 
he paid them all off, with the utmost polite, 
ness, in their own currency! 
They didn't 


know enough to be thankful for the arrange 
ment, but that wasn't his fault."

Arctic Peril*—A Connecticut Snip tn 
tne Ice. 


The New Bedford (Mass.) Standard pub 


lishes a letter from one of the crew of thi 
ship Ansel Gibba, of Fuirhavcn, Connect! 
cat, describing the perils of that vessel in 
the Arctic seas. The letter is dated " A 
sea, Nov. 4th." 
The writer says : 
" The winter we had passed on this Arcti 


coast, where all nature seemed dead, was 
one of the coldest ever known; the oldes 
natives had never known the ice to make 
to such a depth—the quick-silver froze iu 
the thermometer. We also learned by the 
Scotch vessels that many ships had been 
lost in Davis Straits by being crushed in the 
drift ice and pack. Our commander, Cap 
tain Chapel, had expected to fall in with a 
pack at the entrance of the strait, but to 
what extent it was impossible for him to 
determine, as various reports had been cir- 
culated as to the distance and impossibility 
of being able to work a ship through so 
late in the season; but our miada were too 
busy with the future to apprehend that any 
danger awaited us: we had placed our trust 
in our able ship and her coipmander. 


Nothing occurred unusual, with the ex 


ception of a heavy gale of wind, until the 
17th of October, when we fell in with y 
^ 


ice, which had made in four hours. In the 
afternoon we discerned with a glass what 
we took to be a pack, which extended be- 
yond the reach of a powerful glass, the 
young ice was fast making around us and 
night coming on, and as the darkness gath- 
ered round us, a deeper shadow gathered 
around our hearts. 


To return back to the island and attempt 


to remain another winter without provis- 
ions, was madness. Ere another spring 
would come, many of those hearts that a 
few hours ago beat with joy and hope, would 
be still in death. There was but one alter- 
rrSive, to enter the pack. 
It was danger- 


ous to run the ship iu the night, there were 
so many icebergs in our course. Delay was 
equally dangerous; each hour was more to 
us than long months before, and we looked 
upon each monwnt as the miser does upon 
his gold. 


We kept a good lookout during the night, 


steering to the westward, it being the im- 
pression of Capt. Chapel that by doing so 
we should be able to find more clear water. 
As the morning dawned upon us, we found 
ourselves enclosed in a pack of drift ice, 
and saw strips of water for a considerable 
distance. At 2 o'clock P. M., the ice began 
to be heavier and more compact, some of 
this pack had been frozen together. At 
dark the ice had become so heavy that it 
was almost impossible for our ship, with a i 
topsail breeze, to force her way through.— 
We at length became fast in the ice, an< 
gave up all hopes of extricating ourselve 
in this direction. At daylight we alterei 
our course and stood to the eastward. Thi 
land had long since disappeared in the dis 
taucc, and before us and around us la_ 
oceans of ice, and should the wind die away 
we should become locked in our icy prisou 
perhaps for many months, and nt last per 
ish by a lingering death of starvation.— 
Well can I appreciate the feelings of on 
gifted countryman, Dr. Kane, when placec 
in a like situation. 


Capt. Chapel walked amidst his dSsheart 


ened crew and officers coolly, yet he hai 
hardly tasted of food nor partaken of auv 
sleep, which told plainly of his deep anxi 
ty. His efforts to work his ship througl 
the ice proved to us that his experience ii 
Arctic navigation was not limited ; we plac 
ed the utmost confidence in him, knowing 
that he would do all that man could do t 
save his ship and the human souls entrust 
ed to his care. 


During the 20th we fell in with consider 


able clear water. Our captain had been 
upon the lookout at the mast head during 
the day, for the purpose of piloting his ship 
through the ice to better advantage, when 
at four o'clock he discovered clear water 
through his glass. This was a moment thai 
will long be remembered by all on board 
our ship. When the captain gave the wort] 
to his first officer that the deep blue sea was 
before us, our hearts leaped with joy. 
At 


that moment the sun burst through tin 
wintry clouds, nud seemed to shed a halo o 
light through our devoted ship. The wind 
was fair, we crowded on sail, and ere the 
sun had gone down amidst the coral caves 
of the boisterous deep, we had left the 
dreaded monsters of the Arctic far behind/

England and the United State*. 


The dispatches from Washington indi- 


cate the increasing belligerent tone of tho 
people of England towards this country. 
It also seems that our government is dis- 
posed to avoid a war if possible. Whatev- 
er is found to be the law of nations on this 
subject should bo rigidly followed. If we 
were right in seizing Slidell and Mason, in 
the manner we did, no consideration of 
policy should induce our government to 
yield a single.hair to English threats. If 
there are doubts about it,or if it is clear that 
the course pursued is not sustained by the 
custom of nations, we should in a manly 
and straight forward manner, acknowledge 
it. At the same time, the anxiety mani- 
fested by a large portion of the English 
people to commence war against us, should 
be a warning to prepare ourselves without 
delay for the conflict which can only be 
postponed. Since the first publication oi 
the Queen's proclamation we have had no 
d oubt of the hostility of England towards this 
country. Every day's experince since that 
time has proved the position to be correct 
We can only now, as we shall continue to 
do, warn our people to prepare for the war 
which must come at some future period, i 
it does not now. England holds a grudge 
against us,and she conceives it her interest to 
divide and destroy this government, if pos 
sible. And English aggressions will surelj 
follow where her interest leads. Such is 
her history from the beginning. 


GES. PHELPS' PROCLAMATION.—This doc- 


ument, about which so much has been said, 
has come to band. Its sentiments are well 
enough, but consist mainly in arguments 
on abstract questions. It would do very 
well for Greeley's last year's alamanac, but 
what we want now is something that will 
weaken the rebels, and not a disquisition 
on the constitutionality of the admission of 
slave states into the Union. If Gen. Phelps 
wrote this proclamation, which we very 
much doubt, it would have been better if 
he had saved his paper and ink for a 
more effective purpose. 
The way to use 


ap the rebellion is to take the slaves of the 
rebels from them, and if this can be done 
by a proclamation we are in favor of it; 
Gen. Phelps proposes nothing of the kind, 
but endeavors to argue the question of slave- 
ry with the south. The day for argument 
has passed away, and war alone will settle 
the matter. The sword, at this time, should 
be mightier than the pen. 


FREMONT'S APPOIKTMENTS.—It has been 


persistently charged that Gen. Fremont, 
while at the bead of the western military 
department, made appointments without 
authority. It is now abundantly proved by 
the publication of letters, from the secreta- 
ry of war and the president, that he was 
authorized to make such appointments, to 
be commissioned at Washington. 
This 


charge against Fremont, is thus effectually 
set at rest. We have no doubt the others 
will share the same fate. 


• The sentimental doughfaces 
are 


running abont wringing their hands at the 
proposition to arms tho slaves of the 
rebels when it becomes necessary. But 
they do not object to employing them as 
teamsters to haul cannon on to the battle 
field—they would be willing to see them 
used to throw ap breast works—the " nig- 
ger" may even be permitted to help take 
the cannon and aid in placing it in position, 
pointing ii at the ranks of the enemy—it 
might be proper to send him after the am- 
munition with which to load it—perhaps it 
would not be wrong to let him hand np the 
death-dealing missiles to the gunner ; but 
here he must stop.

Are 
the ^American people willing to permit 
themselves to be divided and weakened by 
such nonsense, when they have so much at 
stake ?

hold themselves in readiness for duty. This 
fact, together with the requisition made a 
few days since upon the sanitary commis- 
sion of Chicago, by the secretary of war, 
" to furnish supplies for one thousand men 
to be wounded within the next ten days," 
indicates that a movement is in contempla- 
tion, aud a battle imminent somewhere near 
Cairo."

ST. Louis, Dec. 19. 


Dispatches received at headquarters from 


Gen. Pope state, that after a forced march, 
yesterday, he got between the enemy who 
were encamped six miles from Chilmotb, 
Johnson county, and 2,200 strong, Clinton, 
Henry county; but as soon as they heard 
of his approach, they beat a rapid retreat 
towards Rosehill, Johnson county, leaving 
all their baggage, arms, munitions &c., in 
our possession. 
Gen. Pope then threw for- 


ward tea companies of cavalry, and a sec- 
tion of artillery in pursuit, following with 
the main body of the army. At Johuston, 
Bates county, the rebels being so closely 
pursued, they scattered in all directions, 
but mostly towards the south. Gen. Pope 
then forced a strong cavalry reconnoisaace 
through to within 15 miles of Osceola, and 
intercepted and captured 150 of the fleeing 
rebels, and all their baggage horses, &o.— 
Other squads from 10 to 15 were taken', 
making the aggregate number of prisoners 
about 300. No fighting is reported to have 
occurred. Gen. Pops says the whole of the 
country between Rosehill in the west, and 
Grand'Rirer in the north, is clear of rebels. 
Price has only 8,000 troops at Osceola. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19. 


HOUSE.—Mr. Steele, of New York, offer- 


ed a resolution, which was adopted, that 
the select committee on alleged coutract 
abuses be requested to inquire as to the 
policy of abolishing the sutlerships, or reg- 
ulating system in accordance with the re- 
quirements aud protection of the soldiers.

WAsHnroTos, Dec. 19. 


Special to Tribune. - At one o'clock, 


Lord Lyons called on the secretary of 
state, who nas at the capitol. He called 
again at three o'clock. The communication 
which he made is yet a secret No cabinet 
meeting has been held on the subject The 
general feeling of the city is less warlike 
than at first, and the people talk cooly of 
surrendering the emissaries, if it can be 
done without a sacrifice of turner, rather 
than engage at this time in a foreign war. 
The report that members of the cabinet 
take a similar view of the question gains 
currency and finds belief; but, while it is 
not true that such a conclusion has been 
arrived at in a cabinet meeting, on the one 
band, it is untrue, on the other hand, not 
to surrender under any circumstances, or 
for any considerations, is absolute; but 
while the government will do nothing to 
provoke hostilities, it will guard well the 
national honor. Should arbitration be pro- 
posed it may be accepted. Should a suffi- 
cient consideration for the surrender of 
Mason and Slidell be offered, it may be 
made. 


A prominent member of the government 


stated in conversation this evening, that 
Lord Lyons would not demand his pass- 
ports, that Mason and Slidell would not be 
given np, and that there was no probability 
of a war with England, 


Englishmen here are confident of a war 


between the two countries. Their opinion, 
however, is based upon no official commu- 
nication, and while it excites some unpleas- 
ant feelings, carries no weight. 
Several 


Englishmen now serving in our army, 
among them Col. Havelock and Capt. Stew- 
art, hsve, it is declared, signified their in- 
tention to resign, should further complica- 
tions ensue. 
1ft other cases, extraordinary 


and painful evidences of sudden hostility 
to our cause have been shown. The gene- 
ral feeling, however, appears to be a sincere 
regret at what they regard the inevitable 
issue. 


Mr. Adams' dispatches have little to say 


touching the Trent, having received no 
communication on the subject from the 
British government. In the case of the 
Nashville he had made representations, but 
received no reply. 
" A letter dated London, Dec. 4tb, receiv- 
ed here, speaks of seeing a newly painted 
cab in Oxford street, with the British and 
rebel flags crossed on a panel, and little se- 
cession flags for sale on the street.

Herald dispatch — An absurd rumor was 


circulated to-day that the government had 
decided last evening to surrender Mason 
and Slidell. It is without any foundation 
whatever. Up to 1 1 o'clock to-night Lord 
Lyons had made no communication from 
his government to the secretary of state 
in relation to the seiznre of the traitors, 
Mason and Slidell. 


Mr. Adams, in his communication to Mr. 


Seward, gives a clear and detailed idea of 
the feeling of the British people, and the 
sentiment of British statesmen, but does 
not indicate that he knows the purport of 
the instructions of the English government 
to Lord Lyons. Nothing contained ia Mr. 
Adams' dispatches indicates that that gov- 
ernment will make any exorbitant demands 
relative to the seizure of the traitors. This

another part of his forces, under Col. Jeff. 
C. Davis and Major Marshall, surprised au- 
other camp of rebels, on thu afternoon of 
the 18th inst., near Milford, a little north of 
Warrensburg. 
A brisk skirmish ensued 


when the rebels, finding themselves sur- 
rounded, surrendered. 
Col. Davis took 


1,300 prisoners, including three colonels 
and seventeen captains, 
1,000 stand of 


arms,'l,000- horses, 65 wagons, and a large 
quantity of tents, baggage and supplies. 
Our loss was two killed and eight wounded. 
The rebel loss not yet known. 


Information from Glasgow states that our

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.

patches from Port Royal, including one 
from Com. Drayton, dated Dec. 9th. He 
gives the particulars of the recent cruise in 
the Pawnee, with the Vandalia, Smith and 
Vixen, and the exploration of the Ashipoo 
river. Among other things he states that 
on landing at Hutchinson Island, it was 
ascertained that two days before all the ne- 
gro cabins, overseer's houses, and outbuild- 
ings, together with all picked cotton, had 
been burned. The attempt at the same 
time had been made to drive off the ne- 
groes, but many had escaped. 
Some of 


their number, they said, had been shot in 
the attempt. The scene was one of com- 
plete desolation. 
Amid the smoking ruins 


were the cowering forms of the negroes, 
who still instinctively cl- ig to their birth 
place, although there we:, no longer a shel- 
ter for their heads, is a most melancholy 
sight. About 140 negroes, most of them in 


a very destitute condition, had collected at 
Otter Island. Com. Drayton had directed 
they ehonld be suppled with food until some 
disposition could Le made of them.

board the Iroquois states the other other 
side of the case: 


UnxxD Suns. SHAMS UOQUOIS, 1 


From St. Plern, to St. Thomas, Nov. 21,'61- / 
To-day ia a dull and bitter day for us, for 


we have lost the Snmter. She escaped us 
last night in the dark. 


We bad arranged to have signals given 


to us from the shore, in case she left when 
we could not see her from our steamer.— 
These signals were to be, one blue light if 
she went toward the North Point of the 
harbor, and two if she went towards the 
South. 


Last evening about 8:30, our look-out 


sang out "Light ho 1" and immediately we 
saw two blue lights from the shore. 


The Iroquois was at once headed to cut 


off the Sumter before reaching the South 
Point, but not seeing her, we ran immedi- 
ately back to the North Point, and continued 
our course direct to St. Thomas. 


The harbor is abont 15 miles wide from 


Point to Point, and one of the best places 
for the Snmter to have escaped from, as the 
land is very high, throwing a deep shadow, 
and the water very deep, allowing a vessel 
to run close in under the shore. 


It is the opinion of every one on board, 


but one, that the captain should have run 
down the South Point again, and then close 
into the town, for she probably found that 
she could not outspeed us, and came to 
anchor again. She either did this, or else 
laid close in along shore, perfectly motion 
iess, until we had passed her in our infer- 
nal hurry to get back to St. Thomas, and 
then started off. We must have run within 
half a mile of her, and we certainly ought 
to have found out whether she had got away 
from the island before we left ourselves.— 
The crew all say we ran away from her, and 
I think so myself. When we beat to quar- 
ters last night the crews of the guns began 
to clap their hands, thinking that we would 
certainly take the Sumter, and to-day they 
have done nothing but smear. 
We will 


probably be ordered home when this affair 
reaches Washington, and the steamer put 
under different officers. 


We had no idea the Iroqois had so much 


speed until last night, when, in our haste 
to get to St. Thomas, we went 18 miles an 
hour, fairly jumping through the water. 


We are all disgusted with the whole af- 


fair, and want a change. 


How GKS. SCHCEPFF TUBXED BANKER. 


—The following excellent operation in bank- 
ing is told of our Gen. Sehoepff, 'in Ken- 
tucky: 
" When the General arrived in the neigh- 


borhood of London, after the Wild Cat 6ght, 
he found that Zollicoffer had been levying 
on the Union men for provisions, forage, 
transportation, &c., and had paid them in 
confederate bonds. Imitating an example 
which secessionists thought so naexception 
able. Gen. Schcepff commenced levying on 
the secessionists for similar supplies.— 
Meantime he assembled the Union men, 
and, opening an exchange office for their 
benefit, set at defiance all banking rules by 
taking the confederate bonds at par, and 
supplying the Union men with good Ohio 
and Indiana money in its stead. Then, 
when the secessionists presented their bills, 
he paid them all off, with the utmost polite- 
neap, in their own currency! They didn't 
know enough to be thankful for the arrange- 
ment, but that wasn't his fault."
